DAYTONA BEACH, Fila. (lP-—A tem- 
porary electric power line on the out- 
skirts of the municipal airport—which 
airport officials said was erected with- 

/out their knowledge—today caused the 
crash of an eastern airline passenger 
plane, killing three persons and injur- 
ing six others. 

Eastern air lines officials said the 
line was a Florida Power & Light Co., 
line erected along a highway border- 
ing the field early last night, without 
_ Official notice to airport authorities. 

The plane speeded down the runway. 
The passengers were strapped in with 
Safety belts. The plane glided sky- 
ward. Suddenly its landing gear 
struck the wire, invisible in the gray 
dawn. 
| The silver plane, with throttles wide 
open, turned a half somersault, as if 
| it were on a trapeze. It crashed nose 
down from about 50 feet. 

One of the engines caught fire. Air-

wreckage.
